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e4 Brief Account of the Barbarous 
Proceedings againit the Profeſſors of the Refor- 


med Religion within the Dominion of the Duke of Savoy. 


From the Vale of Peronſe, April 27. 1655. 


Y the inftigation and means of the !ioman Cler- 
gy, an Army of 5 or 6coc men hath been ſe- 
cretly railed, that are fallen upon the poore 
Inhabitants of St. John dc la Tour, being there. 
unto animated and encouraged by the pre- 

ſence of the Marquis of P/anezze; they became quickly 

Maſters of the place, and were preſently re-inforc'd,not 


only with thoſe of our Neighbours that could beare_ 
Arms, but with all the Inhabitants of Piedmont, who 


came upon advice that we were given up for a prey; 
and have allo fallen upon us with a moſt cruell rage 
and fury : Beſides an infinite number of Outlawes and 
Malefactors that are alſo come upon us, hoping thereby 
to ſave their ſouJes, and fill up their Purſes. And yet 
they thought this roo little to deſtroy us, Lut that they 
might doe it with more eaſe, and more effc&tually, they 
ſent five or {1x Regiments of Frexch with other forces to 
run over us, under colour of comming to Quarter In the 
Valleyes. | 

This innumerabie number of men, enc--uraged by the 
Authority of the Marquis of Pjan:zze, led on by the 
Monks, and ſet on by our 11] Neighbours, have ſurpri- 
zed us on all ſides, and with ſuch fury and violence,and 
with ſo horrible a Treachery eſpecially in Angrogue, Vil- 
lar, and Boby, where the ſajd Marquis had promiled, that 
ifthey would ſuffer one Regiment conely to quarter in 


each place, they ſhould have no harm. But contrary to 
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his word, they have deſtroyed all in a moment z and the 
poor Inhabitants, after ſome ſmall reſiſtance which they 


made to beat off the Incendiaries from their Temples, 
were forced, to ſave their owne, and their wives and 
Childrens lives, not only thole of the Plaine, who had 
carried them into the Mountaines, and found them- 
ſelves alſo intrapt by the Enemy, and miſerably betray- 
ed into their hands, but all in generall to forſake all, and 
flye where they could for ſafety ; and yet they could not 
uſe (uch diligence, but a greatnumber of them was over- 

taken in many places, eſpecially in Vivar and Boby, where 
they were ſo incloled that they could not ſave their 

lives, the Enemy having pollcſſed th: mlielves of the Fort 

of cMirbeau to hinder their pallage, ſo that there was a 

moſt ſtrange and cruell ſlaughter and maſlacre made of 
them. 

In many corners they have ſhamefully abuſed and 
tormented many women with their young children, and 
after did cut off their heads ; they daſbt the children, e- 
ven thoſe of fifteen years old, that would not goe to 
Maſle,a gainſt the Rocks; others they hanged with their 
teet upwards, and nailed them againſt Trees, which they 
endured with a moſt invincible reſolution. In the Vale 
of Lycern there is neither Men nor Cattel left, nor any 
thing elſe, our Enemies having ſtored their Cities round 
about with our ſpoiles; there are whole Towns and 
Corporations, ſpecially at St. John and the Tour, where 
there is never a houſe but hath felt the fury of the fire as. 
well as their Temples, which hath been continued and 
increaſed by the ingenious malice of a Franciſcan Friar, 
and of a Prieſt. 

In the midſt of theſe defolations the Mother mourns 
for her Child, the wife for her huſband, the children for 


their father ; the rich are reduced to beggery, having no- 
thing

thing to feed upon but tears and fighesz and they are ſo 
far from finding any relief, that m the Vale of Perouſe, 
and at St. Hartin, the onely refuge of the poor perſecu- 
ted ones there being remained in ſome Churches, they 
have had a Command this day to quit them all ſpeedily 
upon paine of death, ſo that they fee no other way but to 
depart the Countrey. 

The French, Iriſh, and Savoy Forces were all joynt- 
Actors, through the 1nſtigation of the Prieſts & Jeſattes, 


and the Treachery of the Marquis of P:iaezze,their Com- 


mander in Chief, who allured them, and lulled the poor 
Proteſtants 1n ſecurity with words of p:ace,and ſure pro- 
tection, and then gave them up to the ſhambles. The 
bloody butchers d1d not onely drive them out of their 
dwellings and poſleftions, but forced ſome ( which was 
mercy 1n compariſon of what they did to others ) to 
wander up and down 1n deſolate and ſnowy Mountains, 
without tood or cloathing, whete many were ſtarved by 
cold and famine, omen great with child frozento death, 
others newly delivered, and Infants hanging upon their 
dry breaſts. Some were led to the tops of Rocks and 
Precipices, and their heads being tied down between 
their legs, they were tumbled downe ; ſome had them - 
ſelves and houſes blowne up together ; ſome burnt 1n 
apd with their houſes, ſome ſpittedin at the fundamenr. 

Divers were fed ſome dayes with nothing but Snow, 
of whom many periſhed. Amongſt many who were for. 
ced to run away barefoot and barelegg, ſeverall perſons 
of great quality had their leggs and feet ſo long frozen 
by Froſt, and Snow, and Ice, that they have altogether 
died. John Paillgs a poor Peaſant having choſen the Gib- 
bet, rather then turn Papiſt, Mr. > au! Clement a Dcacon 
ot the Church of !owur, was carried near him to appeal 


hun, as he was on the tap of the Ladder, and provoked to:

have turned Papiſt, he refuſed, calling to the Executio- 
ner to doe his Office, 

Som ſtabb'd,fom cloven from head to foot, ſome hang- 
ed, ſcmecut aſunderin the middle, and ſome in pieces : 
Some had their fleſh. torne away in bits from the bones, 
ſome their bodies cut and flaſhed, and then the wounds 
being filled with Salt and Gun-powder, their ſhirts were 
put on them & tet on fire; ſome burnt outright in tke fire. 

T hey cut-off the Genitalls of men, and committed 
{uch abuſes upon women asare not to be named, ſo that 
it was a favourto becut1n pieces, and no more. They 
clove the ſkulle of women and infants, took out the 
brains and boiled and eat them. They took little Chil- 
drcn, one. Souldier by onelegg,and another by the other, 
and ſplitting them by the twiſt aſunder, they butfeted one 
another in ſport, with the torn limbs, e#c. Divers were 
na1led to Trees, yaſſtetr fect upwards. Mr. Gros and 
Mr. 2 3» Ehniſters, with ſome of their family, and 
dive#s oj4FOt quality ſent to Txrin Priſoners, of which 
numbefxvere 18 men. All their Cattle and Goods plun- 
dred if L1ucern. Four Elders, among which Mr. Paul de 
Ro/ſane were hanged, with divers other Proteſtants at La 
Torr. The Deputies of St. John and Amgrove, who came to 
Trear, detained Priſoners. The houſe of Angrogue fired, 
where all the Proteſtants they met with, they put to the 
{iword. The Papiſts murdered all the Proteſtants in the 

laces about La Toxr, not leaving off killing men, women 
and Children, ſo long as daylight would permit them. | 

Some were devoured of Beaſts. They took Mr.Thomas 
Hargher of 95 years old, becauſe he refuſed to goto Maſlle, 
and firſt cut off his Noſe, then one of his ears, and after | 
the other, and then one limb, and after another, ſt1]] aſk- {1 
ing him if he would go to Maſle, and at laſt hanged him, 


who in the midſt of all his Torments, ſaid, Torment my |

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ge any Priſons'or chains that can keep it from going to heaven, 


Many were' forced to caſt themſelves into the hollowes 


of Recke, -where moſt of them died for want of food. Di- 
vers: fick and''old# Men and Women, and many weak 
Children fe!1 down dead in the Hills as ; they fled for their 
lives.

| FPon 0@9%6, 23. 164rt. the Caſtle of Dublin ſhovld 
%. 4 have been ſurpriſed ( as at that time it might eaſily 
have been ) for there was no fear orluſpition of Treache- 
1y.there being at that time 4co Iriſh Papiſts ele&ed out 
F of moit Paits of Treland, deſperate perſon I, deſigned and 
appointed for that bloody and deſperate attempt, all 
lodging and ſkulking in feverall places of the City and 
Suburbs, waiting and expecting the time and Watch- 
word, when togivethe onſet, One of their own Coun- 
trey men.at that rime abhorred fo foule and deteſtable a 
Treaſon, revealed it to Sir William Parſons Knight and 
Baron«ct, Maſier of the Court of Wards and Liveries, and 
Sir John Lorlace, Knight, Maſter of the Ordnance, Juſtices 
of Irclazd. The panty who diſcovered the Plot, had been 
former]y a Servant to Sir John Clotworthy, but at the time 
when he revealed their defign, he, ſerved” one Mac-Ma- 
hown an Iriſhman, who lodged at the A#rtichoak, yulgarly 
called St. Maries Abbey, in the Suburbs of Dublin. The 
Servants name was Owen Mac-Connel, who being with his 
Maſter Capt. Mac-Mahown, ina houle in Cook-ſtreet, at 
the lodging of the Lord Mac-Gneere, alſo an Iriſhman in 
the City of Dubl;x. Upon OFob, 22. being the night be- 
fore, his Maſter did then and there reveal the whole Plot 
unto him, 1n the preſence ofthe Lord Mac: Gneere, and 
others. ſ 
This Owez Mac-Connel had married an Engliſh woman, 
by whom he had children living in the County of Axtrizz, 
in the Province of V/ſter, and ſhe was andis a Proteſtant ; 
as ſoon as Owen Mac-Connel had: heard and underſtood 
the Plot, and their damnable intentions, with a ſad coun- 
tenancs aſked his Maſter what ſhould become of his woe

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and poor Children, he replyed in theſe words, Hang her 
Engliſh Kite, we will get thee a better Wife : But the compa- 
ny perceiving that his thoughts were troubled at the re- 
lation of this horrid Tragedy, now to be a&ed on the 
itage of Ireland, that within few houres was to be in a 
flame of confuſion, the word to be given, that, man, wo- 
man, and Child ſhould have becn butchered the next 
morning : The poor mans heart failed him at this helliſh 
and barbarc us maſlacre, whereupon theſe bloody villains, 
perceiving by the alteration of his countenance that he 
approved not, or rather, like a man amazed, ſtartled at 
ſuch a bloody motion,as toimbrue his hands of his own 
deareſt wife and children, and that. that is more, of his 
owne Countrey and Kingdome, they began to bethink 
themſelves what to doe with him they reſolved to make 
him drunk, and thereupon enforced him unnaturally, 
to drink ſo much that he could hardly drink more, yet 
they plied him cloſe, he deſired to be excuſed ; they to 
give him his load powred 1t downe his throat, hereliſt- 
ing ſuch unreaſonable violence, there ſteps towards him 
one Donal Mac-Gueere, ſaying, Will you not drink your li- 
quour, ſee if you dare deny to pledge me? thereupon ſet a Pi- 
{tol to his breſt with two bullets, the pan being primed 
with powderand brimſtone, that ſo it might not faile to 
ſpeed, twice it was oftred againſt him, and took no fire, 
whereupon Capt. Mac Mahown (tept 1n and ſaid, Let hin 
alone, God will not ſuffer him to be killed, he will be on our ſide, 
T warrant yee.

At Beliurbalt in the County of Cavan, the Popiſh Re- 
beis demanded the Town,on promile that if they would 
ſjurrencer, they ſhould paſle free with bagg and baggage. 
On ſerious confiderations of the Inhabitants and the 
Governour, they were per{waded to yield itup, which 
when they had done they ſent about twenty or thirty to 
Guard them; when they had guarded them ſeven miles 
from the Town, they ſeifſed on them, robbed all the 
Proteſtants, being between five hundred and a thouſand 
perſons, men, women, and children, who ſubmitring ' 
themſelves ro their mercy,found no quarter but cruelty. 
They ſtript them all naked, and turned them into the 
open fields in bitter cold, weather, not affording them 
one of their lowſie rags to hide thoſe parts which even 
nature commands to be covered, 

In London: Derry, belonging to the Londoners, Sir Philem 
Ozeal promiſed under hand and feale to let the poore 
Proteſtants paſſe with bag and baggage, onely to part 
with their Town : yet this perfidious Rebel ſ{tript man, 
woman, and child, touk their cloaths for a prey, and ſent 
them out naked, without a ſhirt or ſmock to their backs : 
This was one of their works of mercy ; but the tender 
mercies of the wicked are craell. 

The Lord Macquires bruther at the beginning of the 
R eb<1lion, for the firſt fortnight commanded his fouldi- 
ers to give quarter to wotnen and children, but to maſ- 
ſacre all the men. 

The Handlowans came to '[ow-regzr, divers of them af- 
ſaulted the Caitle,of which Gaptain Saint Jobhx was Com- 
mander, he with his Son got away with ſome difficulty, |

leaping over the wals, they fearing they might fetch ſome 
ſupplies,took the Captaines wife,and ſet her on the wall, 
having ſtript her to her ſmock, who was big with child, 


and within an hour of her delivery, that in caſe the Cap-g 


tain and his Son ſhould haye aſſaulted the Towne, bis 
wife ſhould have been the white at which he muſt have 
levelled. Mr.Trafforda Miniſter, was atflaulted by theblou- 
dy wolves, who defired but to call upon God, yet they 
would admit him no time, but fell on him,1nd hackt him 
to pieces. Sir Patrick Dunſions wife raviſhed before him, 
they (lew his ſervants, ſpurned his Children till they died, 
bound him with rouls of Match to a board that his eye; 
bur(t out, cut off his eares and noſe, tearcd off buth his 
cheeks,after cut off his arms and leggs, cut out his tongue, 
and then rnn a red hot iron into him. One Mr. Luttr!/ 
w3s baſeby betrayed by an Iriſh boy that he had bred up 
in his houſe : who when he was at dinner was ſurpriſed 
by threeſcore of thoſe Iriſh unmercifull villaines, with a 

company of whores and baftards that followed them, wet 
this boy let inat a back door, where pulling him and his 
wite from the Table,and four ſmall Children,one ſucking 
at her breaſt,ftript them naked, and then thruſting them 
in a violent manner out of doors, threatned to kill them if 
they went not ſpeedily away.

hungry, belpleſſe and hopelefſe, the poor Infants crying 

in their ears,they ſate down undera hedge and died. The 
fame day ſome Horſemen riding that way to coaſt the 
Country,met this youth, unto whom he told this ſad (to-

ry.apd led them to this Jamentable ſight, where they be: 
held the rrue love of man and wile,embracing each other 
ia their death : the three eldeſt children dead, but the 
fucking child was alive preſerved through heat, being be- 
tween them both, and grabling and gaping for the dead 
mothers breaſt, So the Traopers took up the Child,car- 
rying itto a Nurſe, and beſtowed fome cloaths upon the 
Englith youth. 

Inthe County of Roſcommmron,there fled into the Pariſh 
Church cleven ſcore of the Englith men, women, and 
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} A children, where they remained 2 dates and nights with- 
_y cur any itn{tenance,t1!] they were almoſt ſtarved : ſo that 
tt 3t laſt they were forced to commit themſelves to the 
b bo cruelty of the Iriſh, who ſtript them nad, after droye 


them thorugh the Towneltkeſo many harmieſle lambs 
OV<r a Bridge at the Townes end, having before broke 
Jovn one of the middle arches,where a ftrong water run- 
neth, ſothat cither they muſtleap 1n, or comeback, their 
intent being there to murther them,as they did ; For the 
Poor viretches being ſick, weak and faint for food and 
fleep, ſome returned back, whom they killed without 
mercy,others they thruſt into the water, who were drown- 
ed: ſome that could, did ſwim towards the ſhore, and 
there, inhvmane villains, they ran and met them before 
they could get toland, and knockt them on the head in 
the water. Mr, B/undry a Miniſter they hanged, after pul- 
led his fleſh from his bones in his wives ſight. 

They have forced ( af 1s reported) ſometo turn to 
their curſed bloody Religion, and then per{waded them 
that they were fitteſt todye, and then treacherouſly k1)l 
their bodies, and doe what in them lyes, to kill their 
" epkf foules. Others they have wounded to deat h. and then. 
a left them languithipg,thcir bellies being riptup,and guts | 
,iluing out. | 
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in the County of Tyrone was the cruelleſt murther of 
all the reſt, committed by ſome ſouldiers upon the bodies 
of one Mr. Charls Davenant, his wife, and two young chil. 
dren. Thevillain which firlt entred the houſe was known 
to one of the ſervants in the houſe, to be commonly ca!- 


led Thady 0 Swyllivanc, ſometime a ſervant to this Mr. 
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Davenert, and lived not far from Dwrganmen in the Coun. | 
ty of Tzrone. The ſervant that knew him could ſpeak 
good Iriſh, and ſoeſcaped, being an eye-witneſſe of theſe 
paſlages enſuing, This Swillyvaze and his rout broke in 
forcibly intothe houſe, where they found Mr. Davenant | 
with his wife and Children,they 1mmediately ſeized upon {| 
him and his wife,and bound them both faſt in their chairs, { 
making a great fire, after they ſtripped the two children, 
flew them 1n the ſight of their Parents, and atter roſted {| 
them upon ſpits before their faces. They were compelled {| 
(poor ſouls )to behold that cruelty which they could not | 
help : after they ſtript his wife, forcing her moſt unci. _ 
villy and unmercifully before his face, and afterward cut 
Her throat : The diftreſled Gentleman being over preſſed 
with the Jamentable fight of the death of his wife and 
children, ſtrived and ſtrugled 1n his chair where he was 
bound, hoping they would have killed him, chuſing ra- 
ther to dye any death, then to live any longer. So when 
they had made an <cnd of his wife and children 1n this 
barbarous manner, they untied him and ſtript him, and 
afterwards murdered him. | 
At the Borough of Kello, the Rebels ſurprized the houſe *' 
of Arthur Robin/on, he himſelf being at that time in Dublin, 
he not knowing that the Rebels were niſen 1n thoſe parts 
there, intending to have gone home to his wife and fami.

The maid was 
ſent with a letter from herfather in Dzblir, to her Unkle 
at Mynbead in Somerſetſhire. 

In the County of Fermannagh, Mr. Champion was be- 
trayed by an Iriſh villain (his Tenant ) whom he had 
ſayed twice before from the Gallowes, the rogues name 
was Patrick Mack. Dermot, who finding one cf his compa- 
nions, brings him to Maſter Champions houſe, and tells 
Mr. Champion that he found this thief ſtealing of his cat- 
tle: the Gentleman knowing this Zack; Dermot ſaid unto 
him before one Mr. Iremonger, Tam glad thou art turn'd 
from a thief to catch a thict; whereupon he returned him 
thisanſwer, that he was no more thief than himſelf.

wholly ours. Whatſoever was the impulſive cauſe

With 
theſe hath he lately vilited ſome Nattons,efpecially Ger- 
many, before a large, populons, fertile and flouriſhing 
Countrey. What thall ve ſay? were their ſins greater 
than ours 2 No, but except we repent, what may we ex- 
pet? The fins of Sodozye were pride, idlenefle, and full- 


. neſle of bread,and ſuch they acknowledge theirs to have 


been. IT have ſeen their Peaſants ſerved in Plate, the 
flept with downe- beds above and under them: Their 
Stoves kept them inſeniible of the winters cold ; they eat 
no Gf of meat without his ſauce; their plenty of corn 
and wine, milk and honey, fiſh and fleſh, did equa]l that 
of any other Nation whatſoever. A little Jabour brought 
them in much; delicacy ot living made them incompaſ- 
ſionate of others ſufferings, and ſecurity blinded them, 
that they could nor {ce the ſtorm a coming.

O begin with war,whichbegan the reſt, who know- 
eth not that this mercileſſe fury hath plaid che 
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Tyrant ever ſince that burning Beacon the blazing Star, 
gayEthem the alarum, 1617. which the beſt Aſtrologers 
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> were toget her with the grave Cow! (ell 


expounded the ſword of Germany. Every half years, eve. 
ry months, yea, weeks relation telleth us, of hundreds, 


. thouſands, "millions of Rix dollars, or guldens, impoſed, 


exacted, extoried by the Conquerors, or (poilers, for the 
redemption of mens lives or liberties, goods or dwellings 
Strange & impoſſible oft-times have the ranſomes been, 

with which they have taxed the Burgers,at the taking j in 
of Towns. And that they might have their wills in this 
kind, they have called the Magiſtrates and Purgers into 
the State houſes, threatned, impriloned, or otherwiſe 
abuſed them, till they condeſcended. At Gryphenberg they 
kept the Senators ſhut up ina Chiinber of the Cominon 
hall,macerating, and toimentingth mſolong wich hun- 
gerand ſmoak, that ſome of them died. Many Burgers 
were Icfi to this their mercy, in H-ydelb-7'g Caſtle; and 
divers reyerend Minilters, who were unpitloned,and ted 
with bread and water, till the charity of the Liraded 
Chu:ckes could lieve them. Preten'ly after they at 
Frank: ndueturrendring the Town, uvon necellity, could 
not enjoy the Articles granted them by the enemy, bur 
rs and orher Fe 
tectorall Miniſters, torced roendure fuch conditthois as 
were fitter for ſlave. and Dogs, than nie, Some were 
caſt into Priton, and there ſo handled, that many of rem 


died through orict and ſorrow. Others S, though alcoge- 


ther exhauſted, redeemed themſclyes with unreaſonable 


Ranſomes. The Goods of thoſe thit fled, were confilca- 


ted : *!1 the Inhabrrants, though they were willing to 
leave their houſes, with all thcir turniture, w-re derained 
in r:e City, anc their deſtru&tion moſt cruelly plotted: 
after like manner have others been dealr with. contrary 
to a\i Oaths and Promiſes, yea, contrary to the Lawes 
of Nations, and common faith. 
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. CHAP. III. 

Of Tortures and Torments. 
Ot to 1nſiſt on theſe, look we upon the cruelties 
| Vf which the licentious Souldier hath exerciſed upon 
the perions of the Ithabitants, ' without reipect of age, 
ſex, dignity, call|ng, &c. and we ſhall rather ihink them 
bandito's and renegado's, than men of Arms,rather Mon- 
ſters than mankind. Nor Turksnor Tofhgells have fo be- 
haved themſclves. Even Princes, though they never vore 
Arns,35 the 013 Landgrave of Yeſſen,and others,yea,'ome 
of the fernale ic x, a> the old Dutcheflc dowager of Wir- 


tenberg. hve been without any regard, or pity, taken 


Priſoners, reviled, abuſed. 
Aronibews r: porteth from the Letters ofthe D.of Saxony, 


that ſome of iz/ies Souldiers cauled his ſubje&s to be 
tortured, by halle ſtrangling them, and prefling their 
thumbs with wheels, His Souldiers,and thoſe of 1s alſter, 
exerciſed yet greater cruelties1n Pomreren, & thereabouts. 
T hey made the people by force to eat their own Excre- 
ments, andift they would not, they thruſt them down 
their throats, and ſo choaked ſome of them. Whom they 
thought to have hidden gold or other wealth, they have 
aſſayed by exquiſite torments to make them confeſs;yea, 
Princely Perſonages have ſuifered like cruelty in this 
ind with meaner folk. They have put and tied burning 


Fo - * 
Matches bet wixt their fingers, to their Noſes, tongues, 


Jawes, cheeks, breaſts, leggs, and ſecret parts. Yea, thoſe 
parts which Nature hid<th, they have cither filled with 

owder, or hung ſatchels of powder on them, and fo gi- 
ving fire to the ſame, they have in horrible manner burſt 
their bellies, and killed them. They havedrawn ſtrings 


and cords thorow the fleſhy parts of ſome, the muſcles 


of their thighs, legs, arms, &c. through their noſes,cars. 


lips, &'c. They have wound andti:d. about the heads of 


ſome. 
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tome, (for matches or cords, and twiſted the ſame til! 


the blood came out of their eyes, cars, and nofes, yea, 
till theireyes ſtarted out of their heads. They have with 
Bodkin« pierced, yea, with kntves raced, and cut theſkin 
and fleſh of many, as ſome Artificers deal with Leather, 
or other {tufte of tke nature. They have hungup ſome 
in the ſmoak, drying them with ſmall fires, refreſhin 
them ſometime with ſmall drinak,or cold water; for theſe 
being ſuch as were overwhelmed with grief, they took 
care leaſt in their torment they ſhonld die too ſoon. Som 
they have put into hot Ovens, and fo ſmothered or bur- 
ned them, This was great fayour to be rid out of their 
pain. To many they have bound ſo hard both hands and 
feet.that the blood hath ſprouted out at the ends of their 
fingersand toes. Of ſomethey have tied both hands and 
feet backward together, and {topped their mouths with 
clouts, to hinder them from praying. Some have they 
hanged up, with Ropes faſtned to their privy parts, and 
hearing their roaring cries, have ſtriven to out-roar and 
drown their cries, as jn ſport. And yet more deteſtable, 
where they have found r weak Creatures troubled 
with Ruptures or Burſtneſs,they hayecnlarged the ſame 
by villanous means, filled them with Gun powder, and 
blown them up as a Mine, by giving fire thereunto. Ma- 
ny have they truſſed up on high, hanging on their feet 
ſtones & weights to ſtretch out their bodies. With Chi- 
zels or hike ;n{truments they have gone abuut to plain 
the faces of ſome, pretending that they would make it 
£quall and ſmooth. Some houſholders have they openly 
gelded, in the preſence of their wives and children. The 
mouths of ſome have they opened with gaggs, and then 
poured down their throats, water, ſtiaking puddle, fil- 
thy liquids,and pits ir ſelf, faying,This # a Swediſh draught; 
ſo growing lick, and their bellies ſwelling like a Tun, 
they 
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they have died by |eifure with the-greater torment. 
Down the throats of others they have thruſt a knot= 


ted clout, and then with a ſtring pulled it up again, to. 


moye the bowels out of thetr place, or ſhew themſelves 


in ſuch divclliſh devices. And by theſe torments they 
have made ſome deat or dumb+others blind, others lame 
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and miſerable Creples, if tkey killed them not, If an huſ- 
band did intreat for the wife,or the wife for the huſband, 
then took they the intercel{lour, and he was tortured by 
them atter the ſame manner, betore the others eyes. Ard 
( which is almoſt beyond all credit ) when thele poor 
priſoners or patients were ſuffering or dying under their 
hands, and crying to God in their anguiſh, theſe helliſh 
Executluners would command or force them to pray 
unto the Divel, or call upon hiin. They took a Divine, 
bound him on his back along upon a Table, ſet a ſtrong 
big Cat upon his naked belly, and pricked her to make 
her fix her teeth and clawes 1n his belly. So the Cat and 
the man, partly through famine, partly through pain and 
anguiſh, both breathed their laſt. Some of their deſpica- 
ble and infamous ruytery called Croats or Crabats, have 
laboured much to teach their Horſes not only to kil men, 
but toeat human and Chriſtians fleſh, and have conlult- 
ed how to find out torments more rare, cruel], and ex- 
quilite then ever. 7 
CHAP. IV. 
Of Rapes and Raviſhing. 

Have ſaid much of the former particular, and yet bur 

little, I will now ſpeak a li tle of this enſuing abomi- 
nation, and(T fear)too much. Rapes and raviſhing ſcarce 
to be ſpoken or heard of, have they committed, beyond 
all humane modeſty. Maids and Sag 5, widowes and 
wives, without diſtinction, have they violated and for- 
ced, and that in the preſence of their parents, huſbands, 


_ neighbours, &*c. Women with Child, in Child-bed,@c. 


No pen can write it, nofaith believe it; no Chappell, 
Church, or place conſecrated hath bien free from the 
filthieſt of pollutions, or moſt ſacrilegious barbariſms. 
F he very Hoſpitals and Bedlam-houſfes have not been 
ſpared; their divelliſh madneſs hath there tound ſubjects 


for their purpoſe, In 
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( 32 ). | 

In Heſen-land; a poor leane bedlam woman, that had 
been kept in chains above twenty years, was by theſe hell 
hounds let looſe : about her they brought divers others 
like her ſelf, ſome mad, ſome dumb, all wretched; they 
tied their coats about their eares, and ſo ufed them as 1 
faame to expres. In Powerex they took the faireſt daugh- 
ters of the Country dwellers, and raviſhed them in the 
fight of their parents, making them and their friends to 
ſing Pſalms beforethem all the while. In 7aly, I have 
heard ſome with tears recite the villanies perpetrated by 
the German troops of Gelar and Altringer, when they be- 
ſieged A/autus : Among the reſt, a beautifull maide was 
by her parents hid tn the dunghill; but they tound her 
out, had their pleaſures of her, then cut her in pieces, 
hung her quarters up in the Church, and bid her friends 
pray to the Saints for her ſuccour. The Sperenteriſh 
borſ. men (as we came through Brunſwick-land) took by 
forcea young maideten years old, and carried her into a 
wo_Ld to raviſh her : the mother with upreard hands 
came running after our Coach, crying out to my Colonel, 
who was herea ſtranger without command, and could 
not relieve her; then ſaw we the two horſemen come out 
of the wood, where they had left the poor childe dead or 
alive, I know not. Vertuous and chaſte women ha ye 
they offered to kill, or thrown theirchildren into the fire 
to make them yeeld. They have not ſpared the very 
Nuns in the Cloyſters, but after they hayecntred by force, 
broken open their trunks and coff-rs, and taken their 
goods, they have likewiſe raviſhed them, and killed ſome 
of them, Iknow the Generall, a troop of whoſe horſe 
having done the like, he commanded them allto be hapg.

S the ſickneſs ſpreadeth by the contagion of infefted 
bodies, ſo hath this famin encreaſed by the negleR 
of Piovidence 1n the diſabled and famiſhed : Whenno 
more food was to be got, they were inraged like beaſts 
one again(t another, and gathering rogether by troops, 
have watched for one another upon the high wayes, and 
ſo murthered, dreſſed and eaten'one another ;'no man 
could paſſe ſafe on the way, or in the ftrects, except well 
- armcd Or travelling with a convoy. 
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'The hardnedde of theſe times being felt, tl reemaidens 
at Odenheim in Dirmbitcin by Wormes agreed to dwell to- 
gether, and to partake of ſweet and four all alike ; fo 

-Prefled they were with extreamfamin, that they ſought 
one.another> lives to faye their own. ; two of chemcon- 
fpizceditogether to takeaway thelife of the third, by (tran- 
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gling herin bed or otherwile treacheroufly to kill her, | 
and after to drefleand eate her up; all which they did ac- 
cordingly : Then the ſecond reſolved to (trangle her 
companion, and cut off her head; which when ſhe had 
done, her heart being heardened, ſhe went toa village 
called Kidiſheim to a woman of her acquaintance, whole 
huſband was a Farmer, and kept away fora time ia the 
Town of Leiniugen ; the woman entertained her kindly, 
rejoycing that ſhe came yet once toſee her but in the 
night, lying by the ſaid woman, ſhe cut off her head, 
bound the dead body upon a board and brought it to Pre- 
deſſes where ſhe dwelt and drew it into her houſe ; the 
ſharpneſle of hunger pricking her, ſhe had not the pat1- 
encc to cut the body in pieces, but did cut off the head 
and both the hands onely and dreſſed them : the huſband 
coming home miſled his wife and enquired for her at the 
neighbours, who told him that ſuch a maid was ſeen with 
his wife ; he went to her houſe, knocked at the door and 
aſked her it (he had nor ſeen his wife, ſhe 'anſwered him 
no, hegoes into the houſe, caſteth his eyes round about 
prieth into every corner, at length he eſpieth an hand to 
ſtick out of the pot, which hung upon the fire; hereup- 
on as overcom with grief he rageth and raileth againſt 
the murdereſſe, threatneth her with ſharp words, fo that 
ſhe preſently confeſſed and revealed it ; then went heto 
to the Juſtice and complained ; ſo ſhe was brought to 
Sliyzey with three muſketiers ; they made her hold the 
ſodden hand in her hand while ſhe was examined, and ſo 
ſhe had her-ſentence from the imperial! officers, Fargrave 
Philip of Waldecke, and all the Lurds of Juſtice, before the 
judgment ſeat : they deliberated long about her puniſh- 
ment, whether ſhe ſhould dy or no, becauſe ſome were of 
opinion that ſhe did it not asa rationall creature but as a 


brute, becauſe the appetite of food is common to us with 
\ beaſts - 
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beaſts: But fhe was led tothe common place of ſoltics, 
ber head cue off;aud her body bound upon awheele there 
to remaine as a {peGacle. 

They have traced he dead bodies to the place of their 
burial], digged them out of their graves, drefled and eat- 
en them, Sothat mdiyers places (at Wormes efpectally)

they have been faine to watch at the Church-yards, and

To that extremity it 1s come,that ſome conſtrained by 
hunger, have taken poylon to advance death. 

I cannot but record another ſtory of like nature, of 
the woman of Horgebach, where was ſometime the Prince- 
ly ſchoole of Zwybruck, Having lately lyen in childbed 
and wanting milke to nouriſh her babe, ſhe kifſed and 
embraced it with moylt teares, and aftera long diſcourſe 
killed jt with a knife. Afterwards ſhe drefled and eat it. 
W hen it began to be knowne, {he was examined befora 
the ſultices. The Lords a{ked her, wherefore ſhe killed 
her childe. She made anſwer that mighty and intollera- 
ble hunger had made her ſo to doe, and that it was her 
owne fruite,of which ſhe might better make uſe, then of 
any other, Neverthelefle ſhe was condemned to dye, 
and accordingly executed, | 

No man ever hated his owne fleſh. But ſuch are the 
children of our bodies, It 1s even 2gainſt nature to de- 
ſtroy ſuch fruite. Yetthe ſharpeneſle of hunger brought 
this to paſſe, Oh what 1s that neceffity which makes us 
breake ſtonewalls, forget the neereſt and deareſt rela- 
tions, vanquiſh our naturall and moſt powerfull paſſions 
and deſtroy that which wee ſodearely loved, ſo caretully 
cheriſhed, At Ofervurg 1n the Palatinate, a widow woman 
dwclling by the chruchyard ( her name well known) 
had a daughter of nine or tenne yeares old. This child 
with hunger was "arr ſo fainr, that upon a time, with 
forrowfull eyes, ſhe ſtedfaſtly looked upon her mother 


and ſaid, ſweet mother, I would willingly dye, fo I were 
rid of my paine . Oh! would yon make an end of me, 
then ſhould Igoe from whence I came, or if I did kill you 
you would beridof your pane. The mother lookipg

upon her apaine, ſighing ſaid, and what wouldeſt t hon 
doe with me? The child anſwered, very ſadly, I then 
would eate you, forthey ſay that mans fleſh is very ſweet. 
The mother fell a weeping, and broken with her own 
thoughts, deſperate neceſlity & her motherly affe&ion, 
catcheth at her head, untyeth her hatre- lace, twiſteth it 
about the neck ofthis innocent Jamb, and ſo ſtrangleth 
her, when 1t was dead,ſhe having nor knite nor hatchet 
ro cut it in pleces,took a ſpade, and therewith hewed it 
into gobbets, and ſo dreſſing the head and part of the bo. 
dy devoured it,ſome part thereof (h:e ſould to her neigh- 
bours for foure ſtivers the pound. Her child being long 
miſled, her acquaintance asked her where it was, and 
how the came by thar fl:\h? She anſwered it was hugs- 
fl:{h which ſhe had got of the ſouldiers, who paſſed that 
way. But perciving the truth would come out,ſhe at laſt 


- confetled tt, Whereupon ſhe was complained of tothe 
Juſtice and put 1n prifon, and adjudged to an halt pound

| tence. Bu: being ſent for out of priſon and examined by

Before CHi1ftreicht, after the Town was taken, owr 
Quarters had contrafted infectious diſeaſes : But the year 
following both the Town and Country were grievoully 
aftii&ed with F-avers, Fluxes, and the Plague above all. 
Th: ſame year E!/a5 or A/ſatia and the lower Palatinate, 
where the Armies of the Duke of Lorrein and the Rbime- 
grave had lodged, did (ufter miſerably in this kind. Fhe 
Army ofthe Prince of Orange having taken Rþineberg, 
and marching toward cAMHaſiriche, and Liege, left ſuch In- 
fetion in great Brabant, about Firkens-ward, that the In- 
habiants the year after were afraid of their own dwel- 
Ings. 
TRefogei inthe Caſtle of HezdlebergT vitited every day 
divers fick of the Plague, and like diſeaſes. But in nei- 
ther of thefe two great Plagues in London, nor jn any 0- 
ther that T have been- in, did I ever fd the caule ſovi- 
ralent, the fymptomes foincormigible, the Diſeaſe fo tn- 
curable. Some died ragmg.others werekilled with their 
Carbuncles, when the venom feemedto be exprliled from 
the inward parts, others were ſwollen and diſcoloured, 
as though. they had taken poyfon ; and fomethat died 
were ſo ſ{potred, as I never faw the like. If any Souldier 
were but flightlhy wounded, preſently it became a malig 
Ulcer, though all good: mward and outward means were 
uted. If the Infeltion got into a Kindred, it killed Pa- 
-4m% Children, and almoſt all the blood, that were pre- 
nts 
Toward the end of the Stege we had made an Hoſpi- 
tall in the roof of the Houſe. Put packing out of the Ca 
fe, we left there our lick, ſome dying, fome crying out 
at their windowes: not to be Icft to their Sixkneſle, Fa. 
mine, and'death, and which was worfe than the Enemy, 
of whom how they were uſed we may imagine. 
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Plague. They ot che City of Trex, rhetr neighbours,re- 
zoyeed at their firffermmgs, a9 being their Enemies in' Re- 
Iigton.

and his, that molt of his Souldiers died like Sheep of the 
rot. And being 1inteaed himlelf, he offred 600 Rix dol- 
lars for a Miniſter of the Goſpel to in{trut and comfort 
him. But both himſelfe and his Souldiers had ſo behaved 
themſelves, that no Miniſter was to be found. In the 
mean all his friends and ſervants forſvok him, except his 
Concubine, who ſtayed with him tothe laſt. So guilty 
of his owne perfidiouſneſſe, and the execrable murders 
and Rapines that he had cauſed, he died, deſpairing ut- 
terly of all future bliſle. Atlength camea Miniſter, but 


Holck was dead before. 
In the Town they were much vilited before we were 


ſhut up, which could not but be augmented by the mul- 


titudesof the Enemy. 

In the Siege of Hanaw were buried (moſt of the Plague) 
above 22000 People, and had not God ſent that Sickneſs 
to diminiſh their oumbers, they had yielded the Town 
through want of Victualls. 

In the ſame Siege, Souldiers that went to the Guard 
ſecing and well, came off ſtrucken ſtark blind thirty at a 
time. Afterwardsthe Diſeaſc falling into their Legs, the 
moſt of them recovered 

Theyear 1635 almoſt whole Germany felt this puniſh» 
ment in moſt grieyous wile. In Swab: the Countrey of 
Tyrol. all along the Khine and the Haine, it was ſo furi- 
ouſly hot, that all places were alike ſafe. The King of 
Hwngary was faine to difſolye his Court, and ſend ka 
away intodiyers Cities, for their ſafer abode. |

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” In the Confines of Favier the living were nothing 
able to bury the dead, but Rate2nd Mice devoured their 
Carcaſſes, moſt horrible to behold. 

In Swaben the Inhabitants of «Hemineden.Campacn,and 
Iſmen were utterly conſumed, & none left. In the Coun: 
trey thereabout, in which were more than thirty thou- 
ſapd men heretofore, were not four hundred fouls to be 
found.

The Emperours Army difſperfing all over for want 
of reſiſtance, did alſo ſcatter the Contagiun from their

| But fince Gall; his taking in the Towns upon the 
Rhine, ſuch an Tofection happened through the ſtinch 
of the dgad. unburied bodies, that in the Biſhoprick of 
tHentz alone there died of this and hunger, twenty- 
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In Saxony, Brandenburgh, Pomercay, Mecklenburg, Ke, 
this year the Peſtilence with like Diſeaſes, have been 
ſo univerſal], that theſe and the ſword, ſeem to ſtrive 


which ſhall be the greateſt deſtroyer. 

The retrait of the Swedes, in which they did not 
onely evade, but cut in pieces many of the Enemies 
Troops, is not ſo famous as theſe Calamities. 

The very Plague conſumed in Saxony 1n the ſpace 
of two months, no ſefſe than ſixteen thouſand ſouls, 
inſomuch that the King of Hungary hath given Com- 
mand, that none ſhal! come from thence to Pragwe, or the 


Cities of Bohermiah. 


Thus 1s the Virgin Daughter of that people 
deſtroyed with a great deltruction, and wirh a ſore 
and grievous Plague.

In the ſame month of Decembeyx6 19. at Groningen in 
the} Pakedome of Fru/Wich.y 8ppeared a, greatBloging 
Star, and two, Armies, Auejnithe Eaſt, MP RONTTIR the 
North, fightiug againit each other jv the Heaven,ſo long 
till the Army of the North was {lain and defeated, 
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At Wien in Auſtria, the water in the Ditch was tobe 
ſeen like blood for the ſpace of eight dayes ; likewiſe 
3 Rainbowes appeared, and z Suns tn the Heaven. 

Anno. 1620. about April, in Polonja it rained blood,

At Twrſin, a 
Town 3 or 4 Leagues from Erga, in a Citizens Houle, the 
Table, the wall of the Parlor, and the Chaires ſweared 
blood, inſomuch that it began to run in the Parlor.

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A woman appeared in a monrninghabit, in Stephens 
Cathedrall Church-yard at ens, To 18. 1637. who 
with an accent of ſorrow, from 11 till 12 at aight yel- 
led out Woe unto you, woe waio you, Often repeitingthole 
words, and gothing elſe : The Bells without belp of nan 
rung ſodainly, tothe great atirightment of the people, 
T who 
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who deſcanted upon the owen,,doubting ſuch horrid con. 
ſequences would enſue it, as preſented themſelves to 
their {cverall fancies. A new time of trouble began 
then, Gre and ſword raging 1n the moſt and beſt part of 
Germany, not only caſually, but by the arbitrement and 
will of ſuch as uſed that devouring Element, to the da- 
mage of thoſe with whom they wereat enmity.

A Bout the year 1618. November 18. A great Comet 
\ or blazing Star with ſeaven ſtreams, which conti- 
nued to the 16 of December following, riling every mor- 
ning about 3 or 4 of the Clock, and fo continued ſhining 
molt clearly and bright, till day-Iight appeared, the 
ſtreams of it blazing upwards.

Janmary 14. 1639. There was great hurt done jn and 
upon diyers Churches, by thunder and lightning, and 
mighty ſtormy weather, to the great and terrible aſto- 
niſhment of the Inhabitants and beholders. As namely 
upon the I, day of the aforeſaid month, about five of 
the Clock at night, 3 Churches were waſted and defaced 
with fearful] thunder and lightning, and moſt violent 
winds; namely, Micham, Greenbith, and Stoxe-Church, 
inthe County of Kent. And upon Whitſunday, 1640. 
in-the Pariſh Church of St. 47thony in Cornwall, great 
hurt was done by'terrible thundring and lightning, the 
people being thed in the Church. |

The Pariſh-Church of #ithcomb.in Devonſhire, being a 
very faire Church, and but then newly-trimmed, having 
a very faire Tower with great and ſmajl Pinnacles, was 
moſt fearfully and furionſly aflaulted with moſt hidequs 
thunder and lightning, O&ob. 21. 1638., upon which 
preſently followed a molt fearful] Fogg, and almoſt pal- 
pable darkneſle all oyer the Church, and a moſt Stygian 
ſtink and. ſmell of brimſtone, and a moſt boyſterous blaſt 
of: wind, and clap of thunder,, which ſtruck 1n at the 
North ſide of the Steeple, and came into tne Church 
through the window, and bare before it a great part 
thereof, and ſtrook away the North {ide wall of the 
Church, ſhaking it very much, -and paſſing toward the 
Pulpit; took the lime and ſand off the wall, grating the 
wall much, and mightily defacing it; tearing away molt 
fierccly the ſ1de Deſk from,and colouring over the Pulpir 
it ſelf ofa black hew, as if it had been newly waſht over 
with ink. In which time there was a molt terrible light- 
ning, which did both mightily atfright the people, and 
even ſcald their ſkin with the extream heat thereof, ſo 
as the greateſt part of them fell proſtrate, ſome on their 
\Faces, and ſome on their knees, and ſome one upon ano- 
ther, ſcreeking and crying out in a moſt pittifull and par 
theticall manner. The Miniſters wife there preſent, had 
her Ruffe and Linnen next her body, burnt off, and her 
body grievoufly ſcorehed. One Miltriſs Ditford, fitting 
in the ſeat with her, had her gown, two waltcoats, and 
her linzen next her body alſo,  grieyouſly ſcorched. 
Another woman frighted with this fearful ſpeQacle,ruo. 
ning out of'the Church, had her cloaths ſer on fire, her 
body ſcorched, her fleſh torn on her back in moſt grie- 
vous manner. One Mr. Hill a Gentleman had his head 
ſ\mitten againſt the wall, and died next day of it. Sir Rz- 


chard Reynolds his Warriger, had his head cloven, his ſkull 
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(.52 ) 
rent in three pieces, whereof two fell in'the next ſeat, 
the other in the ſeat where he ſat ; his brains fell whole 
into the next ſeat behind him, his blood daſht againſt the 
wall; ſomeof the ſkin of his head, fleſh, and haire was 
carried into the Chancell, his body left inthe ſeat, as 
though he had lean'd on his elbow reſting on the deſk of 


his Pew, with the fore part of his head and face whole. 
A manthat ſate before him in the fame ſeat, was ſcalded 
and burnt all over on that fide next the ſaid Warriner. 
Tn the ſecond feat dehind the Warrincr, a man was in a 
* molt grievous mapner burnt and {calded all over his bo- 
dy , 1o that it was like raw fleſh, and lived in great 
miſery about a week after, and then died. A Dog near 
the Chancel door was fiercely whirled up three times, 
and atthelaſt fell! down dead. Some feats in the body 
.of the Church weretorn up, and overwhelmed up-ſide- 
down, yet they that were in thern had no harm, though 
they were thrown out of them into ſeats foure or five 
Pews higher. Eight boyes fitting about the railes of the 
Communion Table, were all of them taken upby che 
violenceof this ſo terrible a ſtorm, and thrown on heaps 
within the rajles, but not hurt. A beam was broken, 1n 
the midſt, and felt down berween the Miniſter and his 
-Clerk, but neither of them hurt. The Church was alſo 
very much defaced, and torn in many parts of it, anda _ 
t ſtonenear the foundation was torn up and remo- 
ved thence. Other ſtones were violently thrown out of 
the Tower, as thick as if there had been a hundred men 
throwing them, ſome of themn of ſuch a weight and big- 
neſle, a3 nO one man was able to lift. One of the Pinna- 
cles of the Tower was tumbled down into the Church. 
A man fitting on the Church-beer, at the lower endof 
the Chureh, bad the ſaid Beer torn in pieces under him, 
and Inmſelf thrown into a feat by the wall, but had no 
| other 
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alſo neer the Church-yard, was ſtrangely 


bad the fidetbereof next the Church, torn up, and. the 


top or covering broken and carried. off and one of the 
Rafters broken into the ſaid houſe, 


turned into deep. pits, and a Tavern near the Church,

no9D, at Alboroxeh 1n Suffolke, there was heardia the alre, 
and evidently ſeen a mighty ſound of Drums beating

being about eight inches long, and five or ſix inches 
broad, and about two inches chick, which was taken up 
by two men who ſtood by and heard theaforeſaid noile, 
and the whiſtling of the ſtone over their head, as jt paſt 
by them ( but they could not ice it ) they found it by 
means of alittle Dog, who followed it by the ſent, and 
ran barking too and fro, till they found it, and brought 
it to London, preſenting it to a Burgeſs of Parl: and by 
him ſhews to others.

ſox, men well known in thoſe parts of »»ffolke, being at 
' Woodbridge, and hearing this noyle at 4lborovgh, thinking 


ſome Enemy had landed, took horſe and rode homeward, 
hearing of the battell louder and louder, and near 4lbo- 
rough met with the Townſmen,who were run out of their 
houſes much amazed with ſuch an uncouth noiſe of war. 
But after all this.there was ſuddenly heard ſweet Muſick
